Win Biggest Air Fight 
— Seen In Mediterranean

Allied Headquarters in North Africa. April ti (A B )— Thirty-one enemy planes, 18 of 
them big: Junkers transports believed bearing gasoline and supplies to Marshal Rommel’s 
Tunisian army, were sent crashing into the sea by American Lightnings yesterday during 
one of the greatest air battles in this theater. 
in the course of the battle, which began with an Allied attack on a sea convoy, an 
enemy destroyer was blown up and several other ships were hit and set ablaze, a commu­ 
nique from Gen. Dwight I). Eisenhower’s headquarters announced. 
Down IS Axis Planes 
W hile land activities consisted of intense patrol operations with no major engagement^ 
developing, the air war continued at a fiery pace and resulted in the shooting down of 48 
[German and Italian planes 
the biggest bag the Allies have scored in a single day in the 
Tunisian campaign. 
The British and Americans lost 12 of their aircraft. 
The heavy blow at vital Nazi air arteries in Tunisia came when Lightning fighters 
escorting medium bombers on a sea sweep sighted an enormous German formation of 
lunkers transports over tin* Sicilian straits about 25 miles north of Tunisia. 
Biggest Eight Over Sea 
The Americans attacked and one of the biggest air battles ever seen in the Mediter­ 
ranean was on. 
It lasted 25 minutes. 
The Lightnings poured burst after burst of cannon fire into the big transport forma- 
*t ion a nd sent phrrtr after ptrrur-^piuuiug into the sea. 
Flames which burst from the planes 
when they hit the water, the American pilots said, indicated they were laden with gasoline 
or oil for Rommel’s tanks and air force. 
No troops were seen aboard the transports, the 
pilots said.

We need Hie land forces, but we 
I can save hundreds of thousands of 
lives, weary months of battle and 
billions in rash by intensive develop* 
, m rnt of the Allied air-nrm. 
Now when you hit the Renault 
works, 
you 
hit something. 
This 
plant, which manufacturers trans* 
j port vehicles, tanks and aero en ­ 
gines for Hitler is perhaps the big­ 
gest of its kind in Europe. 
It got a 
I sorry shellacking from the Royal 
Air Force just over a year ago when 
it was employing 30,000 men and 
running twenty-four hours a day. 
Shipload of Monkey Wrenches 
That raid destroyed more tanks— 
(so I was told authoritatively in Lon­ 
don- than had been knocked out in 
jail the fighting in north Africa up 
iio that time. 
It was a terrific loss 
to tile Nazis, and crippled the works 
ior a long time. 
Now the Yanks 
[ have tossed a shipload of monkey 
wrenches into Hie machinery again. 
Thb was only one of many raids 
carried out over western Europe In 
Hic past three days, including the 
heavy BAF assault on the much 
manhandled armaments works at 
Essen. Nine hundred tons of bombs 
were dumped in among the priceless 
Krupp factories which are tile right 
arm of Hitler's Frankenstein. 
Enemy Impotence 
Naturally Krupp isn t willed out 
or anything like it. for the works 
cover 
some 
800 
acres. 
However, 
only a month ago a considerable 
number of its central factories were 
destroyed by Hie RAF and the latest 
j raid was terrific. 
The point is that 
while many buildings were undam ­ 
aged, a great deal of the m an u­ 
facturing bs mt(*rk>cklne so that the 
destruction of one main building 
I might put a large number of others 
out of business. 
If you crack up enough of prime 
targets, 
plus 
transport 
systems 
which are essential to move supplies, 
the enemy may reach a point of 
near impotence. 
Cumulative Effect 
However, we must remember that 
the effect of such bombing on the 
German fighting machine isn't im­ 
mediate. because tile Nazis have sup­ 
plies for a considerable time ahead. 
It might tx' several months before 
the losses are noticed on the battle 
front. 
At the same time, the destruction 
of these targets is cumulative. If you 
wipe out a major portion of them 
in a short time, the resulting short­ 
age will hit the enemy all of a 
Midden and that might be expected 
i to produce a quick slump which 
would render him exceedingly vul­ 
nerable.

The authority, first granted in 
1934. expires next June 12 and the 
House Ways and Means committee 
expects to act soon on a renewal 
proposal 
Republicans generally have op­ 
posed the whole program on the 
ground the President was using the 
authority to break down tariffs pro­ 
tecting American business. 
Cites Trade Development 
Tire compromise proposal, rejjort-. 
cd to have been accepted tentatively 
by influential House Republicans, 
was drafted by Rep Dirksen (R- 
111.), who said he believed it met 
most of his colleagues’ basic objec­ 
tions. 
‘There appears to be some con­ 
cern about the attitude of Congress 
on the reciprocal trade proposal." 
Dirksen said. 
' Debt is one of the 
bitter fruits of war. 
It can be dis­ 
charged only by the flow and ex­ 
change of goods and services. 
De­ 
veloping trade in the postwar world 
in order to maintain our domestic 
economy and well-being will be one 
of our principal tasks, and I expect 
to support an extension of the trode 
agreement program." 
To Form Advisory Group 
No political party. Dirksen said 
could afford at this time to oppose 
continuation of the foreign trode 
program. 
'Hie compromise which Dirksen 
said he would submit at the "proper 
time” would require adequate notice 
belore a trade, agreement is con­ 
cluded. The purpose, he said. is to 
give affected business and industry 
ample time to request modifications. 
The Dirksen plan also would set 
up an advisory committee represent­ 
ing agriculture, labor, industry and 
the public generally, with authority 
to review any projected agreement 
and recommend changes.
